With feslings of profonnd sorrow we
shronloie the denth of Tionesta's oldest
resident, Mrs, Naney Dule, widow of the
Iste Joseph G, Dale, who was born on
Holsman's Flats, September 14, 1822, and
died Friday, November 8, 1912, st about
1345 p. i, after a very brief illness from
an attack of la grippe. This section of
conntry al her Lirth was & vast wilder-
ness, with but few settlers, She wit-
nessod all the wonderful trunsitions tnat
hmve occurred in this oeighborbood in
the last ninety years, The lone paths of
the hostile red mian are now magoiticent
pubilic highways, the cabiin of the trapper
In the unbroken forests are now fertile
tarms with modern howes snd jmprove-
ments. She possessed a sirong mentality
and A& wonderfully retontive memory,
She was well acquainted with sll the
facts of loeal bistory and with all the
questions that conecern the early satile-
ment and development of this part of
Western Pennsylvania. She likewise
possessed & kind and sympatbatic naturs,
and her ears and bands were ever open (o
the eries snd needs of the poor, the un-
fortunate, the sick or distressed.  During
the greater parl of her long life she has
bean an honored and active member of
the Presbylerian church in this plave,
and was n participant in all the strugales
ineldaot to the organization, growth and
developmeant of & plonesr choreh, The
faith that sustaiosd har in life did not de-
sert her io the orveml hour of denth, and
an the full axpectation And assurances of &
happy immortality and endless rennion
with those who had preceded ber into the
Fathor's kingdom,

“Phere salnts of all ages in barmony meesl,
Thelr Saviour and brethran trnosported

to grest,

While antbems of rapture uneeasingly
rodl,

And the Joy of the Lord is the feast of the
woul.”

In her lifeand death was verified Indeed
the promise of God, *'T'hou shalt come 1o
thy grave o & lull age, like u shock of
corn fully rips.”

The decenscd was s daughter of Alex-
ander and Clarisss (Sexton) Holeman,
and was ope of nine children born Lo this
venerated couple. Mrs, Dalo was of &
prominent family on both sides of hor
linengo, being d led from Eli Hole-
mun, & ploneer of the Allegheny wvallay,
who established early in the last century
n forry scross the river at that place,
known far and wide as the "Holeman
Ferry," over which the sturdy yeamaury
crossed to seek bomes in this land, and
on her maternal grandmother's side from
Alexander MoGrady, anearly plonver of
tho Buffalo valluy, now Center and Unjon
connties, Pennsylvania, mentioned s s
prominent plonesr by J. Blair Lino in
his history of the Butfalo valley, ss »
great man in his day, snd Ao extensive
property owner, who helpsd to push back
the line of eivilization and progress 1o-
ward the west, Sbhe was & wember of
Tidionte Chapter, No, 622, Daonghters of
the Awmerienn Revolution, ber paternsi
grundfuther, Eli Holemun, having joined
the American army in the war of the
Revolution to protect this country from
British Invasion, Ounr older gitisans will
not forget the golden weillding anniver-
sary of Mr. and Mry, Dale, whioh was
obserced by them at their home here
December 24, 1800, very mady relatives
and old friends trom far and near being

In sttendauce. Mrs, Dale also snjoyed
the distinetion of being the oldest mem-
ber of w fumily of lve generations. On
Decombor 24, 1840, she was united io
boly wedlock with Joseph G, Dale, of
honored memory, For tmore than three
woore years they walked wside by side,
mutunily sharing the burdens ol early
ploneer life.
